The first soldier to win the coveted 
medal of honor was Julian Scott, a 
fit teen-jrearold drummer boy in the 
Third Verm ont infantry in 1862. 
The 
•c t which gained him the medal was 
performed several months before the 
congressional act instituting the re­ 
ward was passed. 
The medal of honor is the highest 
decoration for personal valor awarded 
to the soldiers and sailors of the Unit­ 
ed States. It is to Americans what the 
Victoria Cross is to the English or the 
Iron Cross to the Germans. 
The act of congress ordering 2,000 
of these medals to be prepared was ap­ 
proved by President Lincoln July 12, 
1S62, and the first medal was issued 
the following year. It was a five-point­ 
ed star of gun metal, tipped with tre­ 
foil, each point containing a victor’s 
crown of oak and laurel. 
On official occasions, 
says 
Uncle 
Sam 's Magazine, it was worn suspend­ 
ed around the neck and under the cen­ 
te r line of the chin by order of the 
president. 
A bowknot of ribbon is 
worn in the lapel of the coat in the ab­ 
ience of the medal. 
In 186S the Grand Army of the Ite- 
public organization adopted a design 
so sim ilar that it was misleading and 
steps were taken by the Medal of 
Honor Legion to have a new design 
| issued to replace the old one. 
Con­ 
gress in 1904 adopted the new medal. 
It is of silver, heavily electroplated in 
gold. 
The flve-pointed star has been r^ 
tained and in its center appears the 
head of the heroic Minerva, the high 
est symbol of wisdom and righteous 
war. 
It was on the morning of April 16 
th a t the afterw ard famous Vermont 
brigade—Third, Fourth, Fifth and Sixth 
regim ents—was 
ordered to advance 
and to attack a strong fortification 
masked in a forest near Lee’s Mills, 
or Burnt Chimneys, on the right hank 
of M arwick river.

PROPER CARE FOR GUINEAS 


In Winter Birde Must Have Shelter 
and Food 8ame as Other Poultry 
— Great Danger From Rains. 


(By A. J. LEG G .) 
The young guinea la about as ten 
der a bird as we ever undertook tc 
care for. 
They are of a wild nature 
and lf one Is lost from tho hen Ii 
the grass It is almost useless to looh 
for it. 
The best plan is to let the her 
cluck It back to her flock. Wo usual 
Iv keep the young guineas abut up foi 
a few days after they are hatched and 
feed them some bread crumbs, coarse 
corn meal and occasionally a hard 
boiled egg. 
They are given water and also sweel 
milk to drink. 
After they leave the 
hen's call, if the days are warm and 
sunshiny, they are given fine rough 
age. 
They gather bugs and worms sc 
they need but little feeding. 
The great danger is from the hard 
rains. 
If the hen does not seek shel­ 
ter, the young guineas are very likely 
to get drowned. 
I have seen young guineas so nearly 
drowned in a hard rain that It looked 
useless to bother with them, but aft­ 
er they were "warmed up and dried 
they did not 
sho-w 
any bad effects 
from their drenching. 
After the guineas are feathered out 
they need but little care as they are 
fully able to shift for themselves, un­ 
til the winter cuts off their supply ol 
food. 
In winter they must have a shelter 
and food the same as other poultry, 
but should not be let out when there 
is snow on the ground else they wdll 
fly Into the tops of trees or alight on 
the tops of buildings and refuse to 
come down. 


VENTILATION FOR HEN HOUSE 


Force Draft Ventilator Built Like Re­ 
volving Stove Pipe C him ney 
Top Is Illustrated. 


Poultry houses are often unsatisfac­ 
tory solely because they are badly 
ventilated. 
Of course, it is out of 
the question always to tear 
them 
down and build aney or to install the 
King system of ventilation, so some 
form of ventilation may be the best 
device to adopt. In the illustration Is 
shown a force draft ventilator built 
like a revolving stove pipe chimney 
top. 
The wing with the arrow on top

Once a day is sufficient for chick­ 
ens to be fed a mash. The remainder 
of the day dry grain is considered 
better.

cockerels 
(too 
(late to be sold for broilers) is as 
capons. 
In every variety of farming, plan­ 
ning ahead of time is necessary, and 
perhaps 
most so 
in 
poultry 
hus­ 
bandry. 
For the geese a low shed open 
to 
the south is about all that is needed. 
as jreesa seem Impervious to cold 
weather. 
No hen is going to lay winter eggs 
if her system Is run down, her molt 
not over, and she is made to scratch 
(her own living. 
Get rid of some of the roosters that 
sire worrying the hens to no good 
purpose. 
They are deadlocks and eat 
np the profits of the flock. 
The pullets which are undenied. 
have standard disqualification or a 
weak constitution, should be fattened 
and go to market with qhe cocker­ 
els
